The statewide push for the 
nebulous concept of teacher 
accountability has reached CSUS 
in the form of a faculty 
evaluation, now under way after 
approval by the Faculty Senate. 

This evaluation will culminate 
in May with the publication of a 
booklet offering information 
such as, what materials are used, 
how many tests are given, and 
types of presentations used by 
each participating faculty 
member. The booklet will be 
made available to the student 
body through the bookstore for 
a nominal fee 

The program, which is being 
funded to the tune of $36,000 
by the Student Senate, is 
“coordinated by David Shell. an 
energetic senior history major 
Shell is quite optimistic about 
the program and the smpact it 
will have on the university 
Basically the wvaluation 
procedure involves the filling out 
by all students ¢nrolled in a 
given class of a 68 question 
survey. Questions include, “To 
what extent was the instructor 
well prepared’? To what extend 
did the instructor cover points 
of view other than his own? Is 
the instructor friendly toward 
students? And what is your 
overall opinion of his/her

teaching ability? 

The answers are then 
transcribed by students in the 
Introduction to College Advising 
Class on computer cards with 
the results going in the booklet. 
Shell sees the program as a 
means of having “Students and 
faculty choose each other” and 
believes the evaluation will be 
beneficial to both students and 
faculty 

Students will benefit because 
they will be able to see what 
relationship each class has to 
their needs and faculty members 


will benefit trom learning in 
what areas students iind them 
lacking 

According to Shell, the 


evaluation booklet will be 

Irying to offer course 
descriptions which the regular 
catalogue doesn't.’ 

Mandatory evaluations for all 
faculty members are seen in the 
foreseeable future by Shell who 
feels that “In two years we can 
accomplish this.” 

He discounts challenges to the 
validity of the survey and cites 
Univ. of Calif. at Berkeley 
research on the type used 

Shell does not feel that 
individual biases will enter into 
the results because of the large

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numbers of students surveyed. 
Voluntary faculty 

Participation has been around 

50% and could go 20% higher, 
according to Shell, who thinks 

the response would have been 
higher if the faculty and 
students were not so apathetic. 

As is the case on most issues at 
CSUS, the response of the 
faculty and students to the 
program has been negligible. 
However, several faculty 
members, most notably Harry 

Aron, of the psychology 
department and a faculty senate 
member, have been quite vocal 
In their opposition 

Aron objects because of his 
feeling that the program is “a 
put on and a shuck, a real skuck 
It’s a shuck because it doesn’t do 
what it says it does. No survey 
research can give you processed 
knowledge.” 

He went on to say “Al a time 
of student need for child care 
centers, student loans and FOP 
money, $36,000 ts 4 staggering 
amount of money to be 
wasted

Statements by Shell supporting 
the type of survey being used 
were discounted by Aron who 
says the research was done by 
the same people who developed 
it. 

“You can’t prove your own 
validity,” Aron said. He went on 
to point out that there is ao 
effective way to evaluate a 
teacher's performance since 
“The method they are using is as 
good as any and it’s not worth 
anything ... You just don’t take 
a vote on knowledge.” 

Faculty participation, even at 
100%, would “not change things 
one iota’’ in Aron’s mind 
because it would still be a bad 
idea. 

‘“*‘Any faculty member who 
feels this would help him is as 
stupid as the people who want 
this adminstered.” 

Aron does not see a long-term 
threat in this idea since ‘things 
like this come and go,” but 
warns “there is an immediate 


danger in falsifving the learning 
process

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"Kofsky Is On Trial 


For His Temperment” 


To the Editor 

There is not justification on an 
intellectual basis for Frank 
Kofsky’s denial of tenure by the 
History Department. Ir this 
tenure battle Kofsky is on trial 
for his temperament, described 
by the Tenure Committee as 
““unnecessarily abrasive,’ 
“demoralizing,” ‘divisive,’ and 
““unusually non-cooperative.” 
Compared to what? Is it 
required that we all have to like 
each other — one big melting pot 
agreement? 

In whatever ways he is said to 
offend the administration and 
his collegues, Kofsky is an 
Outstanding teacher. I have had 
his instruction for both 
undergraduate classes and 
graduate seminars in Black 
History. His command of. this 
subject always impressed me, as 
did his control in class, the way 
his mind worked ~ analytical. If 
you asked a question you got a 
lawyer 's-case response, to the 
point, not a put-off or an 
indecisive echo. He liked to 
confront the issues: he 
applauded students who did the 
same. He asked a lot of his 
students, eg., lots of reading 
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STUDENT MEDICAL INSURANCE 


But mostly he expected them to 
think for themselves and to be 
turned on to Black History the 
way he was 

He has been accused of “not 
Maintaining regular office 
hours,’ as if availability and 
receptivity to students were a 
simple matter of keeping strict 
office hours. | knew him to go 
out of his way to help students, 
to be overly generous of his time 
and person, to reach students on 
a human, not simply a paternal 
level. 

Perhaps he appealed to a 
minority of students -- another 
criticism. Perhaps he defended 
the minorities ~ I don’t mean 
the racial minorities, because I’m 
white middle class — but the 
minority ideas. Perhaps he 
provided a non-judgmental 
outlet. What any college 
environment does not need is 
someone whose sole concern is 
to whitewash everything, to 
satisfy the majonty, so as not to

English Flu 
May Reach 


Epidemic Level 


English flu in California may 
reach the epidemic level this 
week, a state health official 
warned today. 

“If we go beyond a total of 66 
deaths from pneumonia and 
influenza in the second week of 
January, we are in an epidemic 
Situation,” said Dr. James Chin, 
chief of the State Department of 
Public Health’s infectious disease 
element. The ‘epidemic 
threshold” for this week is 65.8 
deaths, he said. 

Dr. Chin explained that when 
the expected number of deaths 
is exceeded in a given week of 
the influenza season, it is 
assumed that the epidemic 
threshold has been crossed. 

“Those affected by the flu this 
year can expect a miserable 
three or four days of fever, aches 
and cough,” Dr. Chin said. 

Once symptons have 
developed, bed rest for comfort 
and to minimize spread of the 
disease, plenty of fluids and 
aspirin is almost impossible to 
avoid because it can be spread 
by persons with very mild illness 
or no symptoms at all 

Dr. Chin said advent of the 
English flu, which was first 
isolated early last year in Great 
Britain, herald the 
departure of the Hong Kong 
virus that has been
